( a ) "birth " means live -birth or still -birth ; 

(6 ) " death " means the permanent disappear 
ance of all evidence of life at any time after 
live - birth has taken place ; 

( c ) " foetal death ” means absence of all evidence 
of life prior to the complete expulsion or extrac 
tion from its mother of a product of conception 
irrespective of the duration of pregnancy ; 

( d ) “ live - birth ” means the complete expulsion 
or extraction from its mother of a product of 
conception , irrespective of the duration of preg 
nancy , which after such expulsion or extraction , 
breathes or shows any other evidence of life, and 
each product of such birth is considered live -born ; 

( e ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules 
made under this Act ; 

( f) " State Government” , in relation to a Union 
territory , means the Administrator thereof ;
